Fidel Castro cou ld b oast to his b oss, 
Kosygin, that two of Cu b a's three b ig­ 
gest su gar crops have come 
du ring 
his regime. The 1967 harvest has b een 
weighed in at 6.05 million tons, a figu re 
su rpassed only b y the 6.7 million of 
1961 — Castro’s third year — and the 
7-2 million of 1952. 
Bu t Castro ha s ha d no more su ccess 
than his predecessors in eliminating 
the u ps and downs. Two of the worst 
crops — 3.8 million tons each in 1963 
and 1964 — also came u nder his ru le, 
and last year’s was only 4.4 million. 
As a resu lt, he has not qu ite cau ght 
u p with the annu al average of 5.5 mil­ 
lion tons for the decade b efore he came 
to power. And he is far b ehind the 7.5

“We have moved ou t of the 
b edroom,” said one proprietor 
referring to the spare room ori­ 
gins of most of the companies. 
Most agencies, in fact, have 
moved right ou t of the hou se to 
downtown offices. 
To docu ment its growth, the 
indu stry offers these statistics: 
$150 million of b u siness a year 
b y 54,000 agencies owned b y 3,- 
600 individu als who proces a 
b illion calls for 500,000 cu stom­ 
ers. 
And the prob lems: A shortage 
of lab or, rising wages, increas­ 
ingly complex assignments that 
requ ire technical knowledge. 
Au d the resu lt: Many of the 
tiny companies fou nded du ring 
the past 20 or 30 years are now 
selling ou t to b igger b u sinesses 
which can b etter handle the 
prob lems. 
Five years ago. said a spokes­ 
man for the indu stry’s national 
association, there weren’t more 
than six or seven owners of 
more than 50 switchb oards— 
with an average of 80 cu stomers 
on each b oard.

Castro's Crop 


Fidel Castro could boast to his boss, 
Kosygin, that two of Cuba's three big­ 
gest sugar crops have 
com e 
during 
his regime. The 1967 harvest has been 
weighed in at 6.05 million tons, a figure 
surpassed only by the 6.7 million of 
1961 — Castro’s third year — and the 
7-2 million of 1952. 
But Castro has had no more success 
than his predecessors in eliminating 
the ups and downs. Two of the worst 
crops — 3.8 million tons each in 1963 
and 1964 — also cam e under his rule, 
and last year’s was only 4.4 million. 
As a result, he has not quite caught 
up with the annual average of 5.5 m il­ 
lion tons for the decade before he cam e 
to power. And he is far behind the 7.5 
million tons he had counted on this year 
under his five-year plan- 
The ups and downs in the cane fields 


are typical of the ups and downs in 


Castro’s economic tactics. When he dis­ 


covered that he wouldn’t get very far 


by neglecting sugar to convert Cuba 


into an industrial nation, he turned to 
an all-out em phasis on sugar. 


In so doing, he sends half to three- 
fourths of the staffs of factories and 
other businesses into the fields for three 
to five months a year. At the peak of 
the season, in April and May, non-su­ 
gar industries are said to com e to a 
virtual standstill.

Much of Castro’s difficulty with sugar 
lies in his failure to balance its needs 
with those of other parts of the econ­ 
omy- A more rational system would, 
for instance, be better able to supply 
the m achinery, skill and knowhow its 
agriculture needs.

'Small Man' in Foreign Trade 
By John Chamberlain 


Willi Schlamm, the veteran 
of a score of journalistic wars 
since he first challenged Hitler 
from an editorial post as editor 
of peace prize w inner Carl Von 
Ossietsky’s 
"Weltbuehne” 
in 
Prague, was in the U. S. re­ 
cently. Willi, who now writes 
and lectures in West Germany, 
said he was engaged in his 
last—and "probably losing”— 
fight, which is to take a pro- 
American side in a continent 
that more and more tends to 
make anti-Americanism its ail 
consuming passion. 
Willi told me about his ses- 
aions with West German bigwig 
politicos on the subject of U S 
economic competition. It seems 
that the Germans particularly 
resent American oil companies 
American automobile competi­ 
tion, and American computers. 
This makes no sense to Willi, 
for the Germans aren’t in the 
oil business, their Vokswagens 
give them an edge rn any for­ 
eign car market, and Europeans 
must have access to American 
computers if they are to do 
good business on their own. But 
it is emotion that counts with 
the politicos; U.S. oil, automo­ 
biles and computer companies 
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are "big,” and they serve ad 
mirably as devils because every­ 
body can see them. 
Since emotions can’t be fought 
head-on, it would seem a “nat­ 
ural” for the U.S. to help pro­ 
mote the overseas activities of 
its smaller businesses. Small­ 
ness always gives 
protective 
coloration. Yet ninety percent 
of U.S. manufacturers have no 
export sales program, and the 
Department of Commerce shows 
no particular interest in them 
The "little man” simply lacks 
the 
personnel, 
the 
linguistic 
knowledge, the financing, and 
the “feel” for adventure that 
are needed to take his product 
overseas. This is particularly 
unfortunate in this time of our 
adverse balance of payments, 
for if only ten thousand out of 
our total of a quarter of a mil­ 
lion small manufacturers could 
manage to net $200,000 each 
from foreign licensing and sales, 
our international deficit would 
be completely eradicated 
Without 
any 
particular 
en­ 
couragement from Washington, 
a few adventurous Americans 
have been trying to set up “ in 
between” companies to serve 
small manufacturers who can’t 
go abroad on their own. Some 
of the names in this field are 
the International Research Con- j 
suitants, Pegasus International, ; 
Porter International, and N a-1 
tional Patent Development Cor ! 
poration. 
Porter International, 
for example, was created to do 
licensing on a fee basis by Paul 
Porter, once a government ad­ 
ministrator 
of 
US. a<d 
to 
Greece. Old established U 
S. 
firms such as Arthur D. Little 
are in the foreign licensing field, 
too. 
Europeans may hate U.S. busi­ 
ness in general, but they don t 
hate U.S. techniques, tools, and 
patents in particular. Thus Gen­ 
eral Motors may be a devil 
abroad, but nobody knows en­ 
ough about its hundreds of sup 
pliers to give them horns. So 
why not push what the sup­ 
pliers have to give? And this 


! goes for all makers of small 
components, not just the ones 
who help GM make the Opel 
car in Germany. 
The sure-fire method of push­ 
ing this sort of business has 
been pioneered by Eugene Lang’ 
Resources and Facilities Cor­ 
poration. or REFAC, which be­ 
gan 
its 
European 
operations 
fifteen years ago. It started its 
business with a general fran­ 
chise to license the manufacture 
of the Heli-Coil Corporation’s 
screw 
thread inserts abroad. 
Heli-Coil is a Danbury, Connecti­ 
cut, company whose rise has 
helped the famous Hat City to 
overcome its disastrous depend­ 
ence on the declining market 
for men s headgear. By mak­ 
ing use of the “in between” 
knowledge of Mr. Lang's “ RE­ 
FAC,” Heli-Coil has success­ 
fully penetrated nine countries 
which are now manufacturing 
its products under license agree­ 
ments. 
REFAC, for its own, 
now lists its representation of 
Heli-Coil as only one of a num­ 
ber of licencing and joint ven­ 
ture 
relationships 
in 
foreign 
lands. 
With 
three 
hundred 
such 
relationships 
rn 
twenty- 
three countries on five comm­ 
ents, it has created an annual 
business turnover of more than 
$100 million. Royalties coming 
home to the U S. have an ap­ 
preciable impact on the bal­ 
ance of payments. 
Mr. Lang thinks he represents 
the way of the future. He has a 
plan for creating a multiplicity 
of small business trade cor­ 
porations with foreign licensing 
connections before the Select 
Committee on Small Business of 
the U. S. House of Representa­ 
tives, It could be worth more 
than the Small Business Ad­ 
ministration. Congress should be 
receptive, for there is that ba­ 
lance of payments gap to be 
filled in a time when the “ Ken­ 
nedy Round” of reduced tariffs 
will be 
making international 
competition more exacting for 
anybody who lacks his own con­ 
nections abroad.
